And no episode of the whole war is 
so radiant with grandeur of soul, so redolent of 
sweetness of heart as that of Lafayette before 
Yorktown, awalting the coming of Washington, that 
the honor of victory might belong to his beloyed 
commander-in-chief. 

But much as Lafayette deserved and receives our 
love and honor in return for his personal services 
in the cause of America, his chief title to the 
gratitude of our people its that his heroic figure 
ever looms up before their entranced fancy as the 
syinbol of the magnanimity which France as a 
bation displayed toward our country in her la- 
borious struggle for life and Hiberty.

How Trusts Rob the People. 
HE robbery of the people by the rob- 
ber trusts {s a mean business. It !s 


surreptitious; {t is done in the dark; 


it is underhanded; !t is of the nature of 
what used to be called hugger-muggerism. 
It is carried on in such a way that ordl- 
nary people can’t see through it. The high- 
wayman who meets you in the open and 
orders you to stand and deliver and 
freebooter who holds up your coach on the 
plains of the Wild West are often plucky 
customers and sometimes very merry, but 
the thief who snatches the loaf you had 
bought to cure your hunger, or who dodges 
into the pantry and takes a pinch of every- 
thing In sight, is a far more crooked rap- 
scallion. He goes into the sugar bowl, the 
meal bag, the tce-box, picks some chunks 
of coal out of the bin, and perhaps—if he 
doesn’t know any better—softens hia chops 
with a en'p of Standard oll. This is the fel- 
low who meets you on the street with a 
Brin on his face. 


A robber is a person who, by fraud, by 
stealth or by force gets hold of something 
to which he has no right, which he has not 
earned by honest industry, which he wan- 
tonly takes from its proper owner, and for 
which he gives no equivalent. He may be 
a pickpocket, a burglar, a forger, an em- 
bezzler or a thimble-rigger. 

Now, there are robber trusts which prac- 
tice fraud, work by stealth and resort to 
force; which wear a mask or stalk out bra- 
zenly, and which get over all legal) fences 
with the help of their pals.

A trust obtains control of the supply of
